"The blow, to my opinion.-was de- 


livered before death, but what hap- 
paned from a criminal point of view 
before Peters.died it was hard to fig- 
iire out. From the position and char- 
'acter of the injury behind Peters' left 
par, it could not have been produced 
by a fall. 
This one injury, I feel is 


not explicable except on the ground 
of direct violence. If 
Peters could 


not have got into the well where he 
wag found he 
must have been put 
: there. No one. would have put him 
there who was 
not criminally in- 


volved in some way. The blow on 
the" head seems to have been tne Only 
sign of external violence, at. least that 
must have happened 
before death,

Washington—Today begins a three 


week period which will have a deci- 
sive influence on the opportunity of 
the Republican party to succeed itself 
in 1924.

ding will be a candidate for reelection 
is receiving general attention.

Ike last few weeks thrre has been a deal 
of speculation on the subject by the press 
of the country, particularly that portion 
favorable to his election to a second 
term.

.justice to President Harding that there 
is no evidence that the discussion lias 
bpen inspired by the "White house. 
Al- 


though it is natural that with the nom- 
inating convention only a little more thau 
a year off the president should be giv- 
•ing consideration to his relation to the 
campaign of 1924. there is nothing 1o 
show that he 'is playing politics or is sub- 
ordinating his policies to thoughts- of a 
second term. 


At the time of his election it was gen- 


erally understood that Mr. Harding had 
no concern about reelection, in fact it Avas 
'stated on his behalf that he had no inten- 
tion of seeking a second term. This was 
not official but it was intended to reflect 
his attitude. 
It wauld be surprising. 


however, if the president did nr>l desire 
reelection. Tie has not realized the poli- 
cies of his administration in either the 
legislative or administrative field and 
there is every indication that the present 
session will close with the rei-ord only 
partially eomplete. 
Senator Watson of 


Indiana, who has been prominently men- 
tioned as a possible candidate, has stated 
that it.is "not possible for the party to 
nominate, somebody else than the presi- 
dent, and then appeal for support on the 
record of the administration, of which 
the president is the head." 
We think 


he is entirely right. 
The Republican par- 


ty must stand by Mr. Harding or i-oni'ews 
the failure of his administration. 


There will be opposition to thr- presi- 


dent in the national convention by that 
clement of the party led by Mr. La Kol- 
lette. Possibly, too. Hiram Johnson and 
some of the more irreconcilable of the irri- 
concilables may kick up a little dust, but 
it will not amount to much. 
Mr. LaFol- 


lette can aggregate to 
himself 
only 


a small amount, of .strength and }Ir. John- 
son is in the same position. 
Mr. Har- 


ding can undoubtedly have the nomina- 
tion without substantial opposition. There 
can therefore-be little question that Mr. 
Harding will be renamed for a second 
term, and that at the proper time lie will 
indicate his willingness to accept this 
honor.

"Whether lie can be reelected is some- 


thing that no one can say. except as parti- 
san prejudice might suggest. "We think 
if the election were held today Mr. Har- 
ding would be successful, although there 
is no denying the fact that his administra- 
tion has suffered heavily in popularity.

Kemal and his followers see that Great 


Britain does not want war. and that the 
Brifinh colonies arc opposed to military 
conflict. They see that France is virtual- 
ly »t war and is in economic distress. 


They think they see new revolution fo- 
menting in Italy. 
Hussia tlu»y> knoxv is 


decaying within-and through pretending 
to be martial faces territorial disintegra- 
tion. They see that all of Europe quails 
at the idea of a great disturbance. 


But the combination between 0reat 


Britain and Italy is not impossible, not 
improbable, to hold New Turkey in 
check. Moreover, all commercial nations 
are interested directly in some of the is- 
sues concerning which Angora is obstin- 
ate, so that the, Kemalists 'if they are 
not careful may find themselves in a "fine 
s,tew. 
Looking into the political state of 


Turkey it is plain that the Kemalist lead- 
ers are being pushed on by the movement 
which they started. 
The rank and-file 


arc more zealous thaa the captains, and 
cannot be stopped. 


The ultimatums delivered to the pow- 


ers demanding the removal of war ships 
from Smyrna are foolishly provocative. 
Turkey knows, or ought to know, that 
Great Britajn is not going to be outdone 
by a sixth rate nation. 
Much as Great 


Britain, may desire to escape war. and 
as 
all'v Europe fears 
its 
outbreak, 


ther<Har'c bounds beyond which Turkey 
cannot be allowed to go- 
The Kemalists 


are raprtUy approaching the boundary, 
and over the line- there is a precipice. 


NICARAGUA VS. ST. LAWRENCE 
Reports from Washington are to the ef- 


fect that the federal government cherish- 
es an idea to build another isthmian canal 
to supplement the Panama waterway, this 
time by the Nicaragua route. During the 
Inst few years traffic over the Panama ea- 
nal has materially increased. a.nd the pros- 
pect is that within a reasonable time its 
capacity will be taxed by commerce flow- 
ing between the Pacific and Atlantic 
oceans. 
The idea of a second canal is 


therefore not merely a dream, it is a prac- 
tical project founded on coming necessi- 
ty. 
Ultimately there is^no doubt it will 


be authorized and constructed. 


However, the question of waterway de- 


velopment in or by this country is one of 
relative values and requirements. 
It 


should take-, place *ystematically a-nd con-"" 
silently. 
"We think it is premature to 


talk of another •'Panama eanal" so loug 
as the St. Lawrence waterway project 
remains unacted upon. This undertaking 
is of Aastly greater importance to the. 
Tnited States,thau the construction of a 
second isthmian canal. 
Its relation to 


our national economy and prosperity is 
of more immediate and direct conse- 
quence than any other proposal in the 
field of transportation before the country. 
It *ill enhance American commerce, con- 
tribute to American agriculture and in- 
dustry and will promote general advance- ~ 
ment, in a much .greater degree than by 
adding .another communication between 
the Atlantic and Par-ific or by carrying 
•out any other scheme to enlarge water 
transportation. 


The St. Lawrence seaway is the most 


important economic project before the 
United States today, and it will remain 
so until it is authorized and its construc- 
tion is under way. Long before we think 
seriously of a Nicaragua eanal we should 
go 
ahead 
with 
this 
great 
domestic 


enterprise.

Cleveland Mayoi* Keeps 


City Within Its Income 


THE TORONTO WAY 


Dr. Charles .T. Hastingra.-inedical officer of health, 


Toronto, Canada, recently published in the Toronto 
health bulletin some of tho most sensible, rules I 
have ever seen published by any health authority. 
for preventing the respiratory infections wrongly 
known as "colds." The1 Toronto rules are so good 
that I print them here. 
Laymen will find Ihese 


rules worthy of careful study and some politicians 
holding jobs as health commissioners may glean 
a little knowledge from a careful perusal of the 
Toronto way. 


Don't sit or work in an overheated room. Sixty- 


five to 68 degrees js quite warm enough: 60 to 65 
degrees if you are engaged in any active work. In- 
sist on a slight current in the air of the room you 
occupy and also a proper degree of humidity. 


Don't use sprajrs or douches for your nose unless 


under doctor's orders and instructions. Much more 
harm than good comes from the use of sprays. In 
the first place, if a spray is strong enough to de- 
stroy the germs, it is more likely to produce irri- 
tation of the mucous membrane, which will lower 
rather than build up the resisting powers and con- 
sequently make it all the more susceptible to germ 
activity. 


"Don't sneeze or cough except into a handerchief 


or a piece of-cheesecloth and keep well beyond the 
range of any one else who is coughing or sneezing. 


"Don't allow any member of the family who 


has an acute cold to come in contact with other 
members of the household, nor to use the same 
eating or drinking utensils,\ etc. 
Have everything 


sterilized that is used by one who has contracted a 
cold, as you would if they had scarlet fever or diph- 
theria. 
Don't go to any public meetings if you have a 


cold. You had better stav at home until it is better. 
Yoti wilt save time by doing so and probably save 
others from contracting your cold. 


"Don't.-stand close to any one with whom you
